Congregation of the Sisters of 
Notre Dame of Namu r. The Sis­ 
ters of Notre Dame of Amers- 
foort, Netherlands, and the Sis- 
ters of Notre Dame of Coesteld, 
Germany , also regard her as 
their fou ndress. 
She was born Ju ly 12, 1751, In 
Cu v lUy , France. While a girl 
she became a cripple and was 
u nable to walk for 22 y ears. 
Du ring her illness she harbored 
priests ou tlawed by leaders of 
the French rev olu tion. She fled 
France and fou nded the Notre 
Dame of Namu r Sisters. She 
died on April 8 , 18 16. 
TTie Sisters of Notre Dame of 
Namu r is the largest of the 
three 
orders 
and 
condu cts 
schools In Belgiu m, Britain, 
France, Raly , the Congo, Sou th 
Africa, the United States and 
Japan. 
Sister BlUlart was canonized 
In St. Peter’s Basilica before 
tens of thou sands of nu ns and 
ottiers In a new simplified ri­ 
tu al. The ceremony took only 
two hou rs, instead of the u su al 
three, and only 50 persons 
walked In procession with ttie 
Pope Inside St. Peter’s, Instead 
of nearly 1,000 as in past canoni­ 
zations. 
Apparently to disperse any 
dou bt abou t how and by whcx n 
the new saint cou ld be honored. 
Pope Pau l said In his eu logy of 
Sister BUUart: "The cu lt or v e­ 
neration of the new szlnt Is not 
only u niv ersally permitted, bu t 
recommended as a way of hon­ 
oring God in his works."

"but a question in my mind is 
wh eth er toe vulcanism is th e re- 
suit of interior h eating and ac- 
tivity or wh eth er it resulted 
from toe aftermath of an Im­ 
pact." 
"As a geologist," Dietrich 
said, "lam tremendously exclt- 
ed about returning samples 
from toe motm.

Down from Erie came Justice 
Samuel Roberts with a stinging 
rebuttal for his boss, 
“ Cry ing angrily about crime 
in the streets will get us no- 
where” , said Roberts, “ and 
the use of repressive meas­ 
ures can only make m atters 
worse. 
“ Sillier still is blaming all 
of our problems on the U. S. 
Supreme Court.” 
The wraps wereoff, and more 
than 200 Judges got another ear- 
ful from Judge Herbert S. Lev­ 
in who sits on the Philadelphia 
Common Pleas bench,

disagree with,

shocked by , and challenge the

There was nothing to indicate 
that many , or even any , of the 
lesser Judges were in agree­ 
ment with Roberts, or Levin for 
that matter. 
The Chief Justice, for all of 
his tongue lashings, did have 
some butter for the rest of the 
Judicial hierarchy , a little trade 
association chatter, y ou might 
say . 
Their salaries, and his, Mr, 
Bell told the Judges, are much 
too low. He therefore recom­ 
mended that Supreme Court Jus­ 
tices be raised from $37,500 to 
$42,500, the salary of Federal 
Judges, and that the pay of local 
Judges be raised from $30,000 
to $40,000, which is what U. S. 
district Judges get.

Recommendation 9 called for 
the establishment of a perma­ 
nent Ethics Committee. Recom­ 
mendation 10 proposed a strin­ 
gent Lobby ist Regulation Act - 
and the disclosure by legisla­ 
to rs of “ relevant financial or 
occupational Interests.” 
The Ethics Committee 
has 
already been established ot a 
permanent basis by the House 
of Representatives under Rep­ 
resentative Robert C. Wise, 
Williamsport, and a Lobby ist 
Regulation measure requiring 
full flnajDCial disclosure by the 
“ legislative engineers” has al- 
r^ d y passed the House. 
This leaves only the m atter 
of a “ financial disclosure” bill 
for the Legislature to be acted 
upon. 
Speaker Flneman agreed that 
the legislation should be en­ 
acted, effective in 19 71, when 
a 
new General Assembly will 
take office and has ordered 
the Ethics Committee to recom­ 
mend appropriate legislation. 
The Commission for Legis­ 
lative Modernization, composed 
of 12 men who were not mem­ 
bers of the General Assembly , 
pointed out in its report how 
Important these measures are. 
The report, entitled “ Toward

“ The Commission’s Initial 
question was whether or not it 
should concern itself with the 
general subject of ethical con­ 
duct in view of the fact that It 
has been the subject of a recent 
study and action by the legis­ 
lature.

Pear s on 


Washington, D, C. 
June 20, 19 69 
Dear Danny : 
A very great man retires from the Siq)reme 
Court today . He Is also a very much criticized 
man. But when y ou grow older y ou will find that 
the grmiter a man is, the more 
he Is criticized. George Wash­ 
ington, for Instance, was prot> 
ably more severely criticized 
by the newspapers during his 
last term than any President in 
history . 
You are now in the fourth 
grade. And by the time y ou are 
In college Earl Warren will be 
regarded as a mwj who molded 
America as much as any of our great Presi­ 
dents. 
Though he handed down hundreds of import« 
ant decisions, I think the two which molded 
America most were, first, the school desegre- 
gatlcm decision; and, second, the one-man, one- 
vote decision which gave a break to our Icmg 
neglected cities. 
In y our history book y ou will learn how for 
100 y ears Negroes had not been getting a fair 
break in this country . This is why the school 
desegregation decision is so important. For If 
Negroes can get the same education as white 
men, eventually they can be able to take their 
place economically alongside of white men. Of 
course, we’re now in the throes of much turbu­ 
lent readjustment, but turbulence alway s comes 
with readjustment, and we’ll get over this in 
time. 
The other problem which Chief Justice War­ 
ren tried to resolve grew out of the fact that 
this country ’ has become largely urban,whereas 
it used to be rural. As people moved to the big 
cities and the suburbs they did not have equal 
rights In the state legislatures, which had long 
been stacked in favor of rural areas. So the 
Chief Justice, In a very bold and sweeping 
opinion, 
readjusted 
the 
balance of voting 
strength in this country . 
He did it Just in time, for the big cities had 
already started to boll over from lack of Im­ 
provements, lack of money , and neglect. 
•f 
Another great quality of Earl Warren’s was 
that he didn’t duck to u^ issues. One of the last 
decisions he handed down was one which he 
could have ducked, namely that of Adam Clay ton 
Powell. Powell is a Negro Congressman who had 
misbehaved rather flagrantly and who was barred 
from taking his seat in Congress when elected 
by his own people. 
The Chief Justice knew it would infuriate 
Congress If he told them they were wrong in 
refusing to seat Powell. There is nothing Con. 
gressmen hate more than being told they are 
wrong •• especially a white Congress regarding 
a Negro. 
Nevertheless, the Constitution was quite clear 


that only the people, not the Congress, have the 
right to decide whom they will send to Washing­ 
ton. 
Another quality about Warren Is that he has 
refused to sit In isolated legal splendor, but has 
kept in touch with the world. 
He 
has traveled to Bolivia, the most out-of- 
the-way country of South America; to Ecuador, 
which Is right on top of the Equator; and to 
Colombia; also to the Communist countries of 
Bulgaria, Romania, Yugoslavia and Russia. 
I once asked him whether It was a good Idea 
to have It known that he had visited these 
countries. He replied that these countries were 
very Important In regard to peace and he 
wanted to know more about them, “ I am not 
going to sit In Isolation Just because I am on 
the Supreme Court,” he said. 
He 
even traveled with me through Monte­ 
negro to the edge of the Albanian border, where, 
after World War I, I worked with a Quaker 
reconstruction imlt. It was very hard traveling 
over very high mountains, and we had to get up 
about 5 o’clock every morning. But not once did 
he complain. 
The Chief Justice loves to swim. He stay s In 
the water like an old sea dog — much longer 
than y our grandfather — in the Black Sea off 
the Turkish coast. In the Aegean Sea off Greece, 
and in the Adriatic off Yugoslavia. Once Presi­ 
dent Tito of Yugoslavia warned him to be care­ 
ful about the sharks, but he kept on swimming 
Just the same. 
And despite all the dull, dry legal papers 
he has had to read during his 16 y ears on the 
Court, the Chief alway s kept In touch with the 
sports world. “ I read the sports pages first,” 
he once told me, “ because they record men’s 
achievements. Then I look at the first page 
because It records men’s failures.” 
Once after dinner on the mid-Pacific Island 
of Maul, y our grandmother asked Mr. Warren 
about a certain crucial period of his life when 
he was nmnlng for Vice-President in 19 48 
with Gov. Tom Dewey of New York. 
“ If y ou had won and been elected Vice-Presi­ 
dent,” she asked, “ would y ou be the same 
Earl Warren y ou are today ?” 
“ No, I don’t suppose I would,” he replied. 
“ I expect I would have been Just another mem­ 
ber of the Establishment.” 
That remark illustrates how history - is made. 
If Gov. E>ewey had not lost that election to 
President Truman - and it was a very close 
election. Influenced by such small things as a 
railroad engineer who backed his train at the 
wrong time — we would not have had a very 
strong man molding our history for the last 
16 y ears. As he retires today the critics will 
be delighted. But I predict the history books 
when y ou are in college will describe Earl 
Warren as one of the truly great men of our 
day .

Howard, a New Jersey Demo- 
crat, said the Array has in­ 
formed him it is DOW redrawing 
train rou tes for the gas to avoid 
large cities. 
“Now, if tee Department of 
tee Army was really sincere in 
abiding by tee recommenda­ 
tions of the National Academy 
of Sciences it wou ld await the 
ou tcome of that report before 
spending 
taxpayers' 
money 
working on a project that might 
never be needed," said Howard 
in a statement. 
A letter to Howard from Brig. 
Gen. James A, Hebbeler, Army 
director of chemical, biological, 
radiological and nu clear opera- 
tlons, said the exact rou te 
throu gh New Jersey for trains 
carrying the gas hasn't been se- 
lected. 
“Military 
Traffic 
Manage- 
roent and Terminal Service is 
continu ing to work with the rail­ 
roads to select the safest rou te 
that will bypass large cities, 


su ch as Elizabeth," said Heb- 
beler's letter. 
The gas was schedu led to be 
loaded onto Liberty ships at 
Earle, N.J., in Howard's dis­ 
trict, then towed 125 miles ou t to 
sea. 
The Department of Transpor- 
tation originally granted the 
Army special permission to car. 
ry the gas in u ntested tanks, 
then revoked the permits for re- 
view. 
Howard said he interprets let­ 
ters from the Transportation 
Department to mean final ap- 
proval of the train movement is 
practically a foregone conclu - 
Sion. 
Howard said he's particu larly 
concerned abou t a letter from 
Mac E. Rogers, director of the 
department's Bu reau of RalL 
road Safety In the Federal Rail- 
road Administration. 
“The rail rou ting of these 
movements to Earle, N.J., are 
presently u nder evalu ation and 
when final approval is given to 
the Department of Defense, you 
will be advised," wrote Rogers. 
“ Both of these letters leave 
little dou bt as to the intentions 
of those who want to ship this 
gas and I plan to do everything 
in ray power to keep the pu blic 
spotlight on every action that is 
tak« i," said Howard,
